STS-133 (February 24 - March 9, 2011) was the 39th 
and final mission for Space Shuttle Discovery. During 
the 13-day flight, the Discovery crew delivered the 
Permanent Multipurpose Module (PMM) and the fourth 
Express Logistics Carrier (ELC) to the ISS. The 
mission’s two space walks assisted in outfitting the truss 
of the station and completed a variety of other tasks 
designed to upgrade station systems. The mission was 
accomplished in 202 Earth orbits, traveling 5.3 million 
miles in 307 hours and 3 minutes . 
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Dr. Barratt’s presentation promises to be a_ very 
interesting inside look at the Space Shuttle program. Be 
sure and make your reservations now to not miss this 
rare opportunity to hear an Astronaut speak.
